BLAINE AT THE BROOKLYN RINK. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
New Tonk, Noy. 3.—Since the days when 
vast crowds gathered from all parts of Brooklyn 
to listen to Moody and Sankey, the Brpoklyn Rink 
has not known such an immense throng as that 
which this evening filled every part of the great 
building to hear the political questions of the 
hour discussed by James G. Blaine.

We shoud re- 
turn to the principles and practices of the founders 
of the Government,—supplying by legislation, 
when needed, that which was formerly the estab- 
lished custom. They neither expected nor desired 
from the public officers any partisan service. They 
meant that public officers should give their whole 
service to the Government and to the people. They 
meant that the officer should be secure in his ten- 
ure as long as his personal character remained un- 
tarnished andthe performance of his duties satis- 
factory.

MORE LIES ABOUT BRENTANO. 

The Chicago Times has supplemented its 
obvious lie about Mr. Brewrano’s not being 
able to make a speech in English by more 
insidious and malicious falsehoods.— more 
insidious because they cannot be directly 
@isproved, and more malicious because tley 
reflect on Mr. Brentano's character, and 
have evidently been inspired by some per- 
sonal enemy. In an article filled with reck- 
less falsehoods, probably inspired by Lz 
Morne, the Times asserts : 

It was the standing complaint in that city tha 
the American Consul was so much absorbed in aid - 
ing the Socialistic Democracy of the German Em- 
pire that he had no time to attend to his legitimate 
duties in the Consulate (). He was, furthermore, 
known to revile American institutions and Ameri- 
can character among his convivial associates, and 
took no pains to let his adopted countrymen see 
this opinion when they visited the city (). He 


furthermore made the Consulate of the United 


States a broker's office by taking into partnership a 
member of the banking firm of Tuopz & Co., when 
Americans were at the mercy of the money-chang- 
ers allied to the Consul's office (. 

Fortunately these falsehoods can be met 
without sending to Dresden for information. 
Relative to the charge concerning the bank- 
ing firm, the facts are: A gentleman named 
Cann was the first Consul at Dres- 
den. He served in that position from 1858 
to 1869, and during his term he appointed a 
resident of Dresden named WILIA Knoop 
as Vice-Consul, Kxoor is a partner in the 
house of Taopz & CO. Mr. CAA was 
succeeded as Consul by Mr. Inisn, of Ne- 
braska, who served from 1869 to 1872, and 
who reappointed Mr. Kywoor Vice-Consul ; 
and, as Mr. Inu had returned home, Kyoor 
was acting as Consul when Mr. Brzwrano 
went to Dresden. Mr. Brznrano followed 
his predeces;ors and retained Knoop as V ice- 
Consul, but he was only such in name, as 
Brentano remained at his post constantly 
until he resigned, and Knoop had 
nothing whatever to do with the office; he 
was simply retained as Vice-Consul to serve 
during any temporary absence of the Con- 
sul. But Campsetxu and Iams, Baewrano’s 
predecessors, had their office’ in the banking- 
house of Tuopz & Co., while Mr. Bazwrano, 
recognizing the impropriety or possible mis- 
construction of that course, immediately re- 
moved the Consulate to another office. He 
consequently had not even the remotest re- 
lations with the firm. Mr. Baxyrano’s suc- 
cessor (one Mason, who was an officer in the 
Confederate army, and a relative of the more 
famous Rebel Mason) has also appointed 
Kxoor Vice-Oonspl,—a nominal position, 
which he has thus held nearly twenty years. 
That Brentano had any partnership with 
any member of the banking firm of Txopz 
& Co. is utterly false, no matter whether the 
lie originated with Juzsszn, Lz Morne, the 
editor of the Nimes, or any one else. 

As tothe other allegations in the above 
extract, they are equally mendacious and 
malicious. Mr. Brewrano was in no sense 
absorbed in ‘‘ Socialistic Democracy,” since 
he has not and never had any sympathy with 
it.

FRANCE. 
BILL TO STOP COMMUNIST PROSECUTIONS. 

Lonvon, Nov. 4.—The Standard’s Paris dis- 
patch says M. Gatineau’s bill for the céssation 
of prosecutions against Communists was intro- 
duced in the Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday by M. Lisbonne. After debate, during 
which Dufaure opposed and Gambetta support- 
ed the measure, the House by an overwheiming 
majority decided to proceed to debate on the 
clauses of the bill. 

The Standard’s correspondent remarks that 
this defeat of M. Dufaure ought to show the 
Government the necessity of doing something 
in the matter.

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"SUDDEN DEATH. 


All that Is Known of the Murdered Man 
and the Murderer. 


An anknown man, not yet captured, stot and 
instantly killed a sailor named George Smith on 
Canal near Lake street, yesterday afternoon. 
The men were acquaintances. During the day 
they had been drinking together. Later they 
entered upon a political dispute. Leaving a 
barroom together, they proceeded alone Canal, 
the murderer a few steps in advance. Turning 
angrily upon his victim, he told him if he fol- 
owed another step he would shoot him. Simu l- 
taneous with the threat came the report of a 
pistol. The ball entered Smith’s head just over 
the left eye, and in three minutes he was dead. 

For from five to ten seconds the murderer 
stood looking down upon the fallen, dying, 
man, and then jamming his pistolin his coat 
pocket darted into an alley and through a lum- 
ber-yard. Half-a-dosen men saw the affair. 
Not a step was taken until the murderer ran. 
Then three men gave chase, but failed to catch 
him. ) 
There was not a policeman within a square 
and a half,“ says an eye-witness, and none ar- 
rived for over a quarter of an hour afterwards. 
The saloon-keeper into whose premises the 
corpse was taken ordered the crowd to remove 
it, and was only prevented from throwing it out 
by the humanity of one man. Sailors who 
feared they knew the deceased applied at the 
West Madison Street Station for the privilege 
of seeing the body. The police refused ad- 
mittance. They even denied the name, while 
pretending to phenomenal industry to secure 
identification. 

There is no mystery about the affair. It was 
a simple killing, and in the interests of justice 
it is to be hoped the police will accept the mur- 


derer if he concludes to give himself up. 

Five witnesses to the murder were found at 
the Madison Street Station.. Four of them were 
confined in a cell, and the other reposed ona 
bunk in the witness-room next to the room 
where the co lay. The reporter tackled 
those in the ceils first. Their names, as given 
by themselves, do not correspond with those re- 
ported by Officer Stewart, but inasmuch as they 
are supposed to be the best authorities in the 
matter of their own names, the reporter gives 
them as they were told to him. 

PETE BWEL 
was the first man who came up to the bars, in 
answer to the reporter’s invitation. His state- 
ment was as follows: 

The man who was killed was named George 
Smith. He was an Englishman,—a sailor on the 
bark Kate Darley. his thing happened about 
6 o’clock at No. 37 Canal street. met Smith 
in the street, and he asked me to go in, and we 
went in.to get aglass of beer. He called fora 
couple of g He didn’t have time to drink 
his before the man they call Bill—I don’t know 
his last name—commenced quarreling with 
Smith,—talking about George trying to 
rob him, or some such thing. en he 
turned around and began to think it wasn't Smith. 
and turned to another man. After he got through 
quarreli „John paid for the beer, and says to me 

*Come, let's go out.“ We went out, and had 
K got him down the steps when the other man, 
Bill, followed after us. The saloon-keeper didn't 
want to let him go out, but he came out anyhow.

About half-past 3 o’clock this afternoon I en- 
tered the house on the corner of Cangi and Lake 
streets for a glass of beer. When I entered, I saw 
this George,—I don’t know his other 
name,—andthis other man, Bill,—I don’t know 
his last name either. I heard them talking there, 
and Bill and he were quarreling or growling. 
Smith pretended to be a friend to Bill, but they 
couldn't agree, somehow orother. Something was 
the matter among them, but I couldn't make out 
what it was. o one else could, hardly, but 
they still kept growling. There were two or three 
more men in there sides George and Bill. 
George had treated several times, for he treated 
me and some others. Bill also treated. Bill 
owed a bill to the bar,—$1,—and finally gave the 
landlord a $20 note. He gave him $19 back. He 
was going to keep the money at first for safety, be- 
cause he thought Bill was a good-hearted fellow, 
and something was wrong with him, and he might 
lose it. Billdemanded his money, though, and it 
was given tohim.

Among the crowd were two or three men who said 
the murderer and murdered man had been together 
drinking at a saloon over by the bridge (Lake 
street). I had seen them turn the corner of Lake 
street, into Canal, and the shooting was only about 
30 feet from that corner. Nota word was spoken, 
except as I have detailed. The mu man never 
said a word. . 

After the crowd assembled some flfty or more 
entered the bar- room, when the proprietor locked 
the door. In a few minutes he opened the door 
and ordered the crowd out, and ordered them to 
take he dead man ont. I told him they could not 
take that body out, nor could he putit out; that 
he had no right to throw it out into the street, and 
it had got to stay there until some officer came. 
There was not a policeman within a square and a 
half of the place when the affair happened. I re- 
mained there fifteen minutes, and no policeman 
had arrived up to that time. Then I went home, 
and have been around home until now (11 p. m.), 
but have not heard a word from the police about 
the matter. 

CHRISTIAN SCHEELE, 

the saloon-keeper, states that the twomen first en- 
tered the saloon in company with several sailors 
shortly after 4 o'clock. Almost immediately a 
quarrel originated between the two men, ürst 
about some attempt at robbing, which was finally 
lost sight of in a political discussion. Some time

was resumed with renewed vigor, after Smith had 
offered to apol e to the stranger for whatever 
he had said or done, and finally Smith, in a manner 
betokening di at the stranger’s tone, went out 
the door opon the street corner, As he did so, the 
stranger followed and punched or pushed him off 
the steps, to whichSmith retorted with a severe blow 
direct in the stranger's face. Of what transpired 
subsequently Mr. Scheele knew nothing except by 
hearsay. 


J. O. SCHIMMEL, 

fruit-butter manufacturer, was standing in the 
door of his store, No. 35 Canal street, and wit- 
nessed almost the entire affair. Hie testimony in 
nee the shooting is short and to the point.

Smith staggered a few paces, and theu 
fell to the sidewalk, expiring almost immediately. 
He thensaw the m walk southward and 
disappear in the alley. 

OFFICER G. A. STEWART, 
of the Lake-Street Squad, on duty at the corner of 
Lake and Canal streets, heard the shot, and heard 
a report that a man had been murdered. He found 
the y lying on the sidewalk in front of No. 35 
Cana) street, and caused it to be removed into the 
rear of Scheele’s saloon, Baker Born, a witness of 
the affair, kee the crowd back while this was 
being done. rwards he hel to remove the 
man to the Madison-Street Station. 
THE ESCAPE. 

Immediately after the shooting the sacsassin 
walked hurriedly southwards on Canal street past 
his victim, lying prostrate on the sidewalk, and 
was seen closely enough by several persons to be 
accurately described by them. — into the 
alley midway between Lake and Randolph streets.

Those who joined in this chase were un- 
aware thata murder was the crime for which the 
fellow was wanted, else the pursuit had probably 
been much closer, and more successful.

7 THE OLDEST BANK IN NEW YORK. 

The Bank of New York, to which Flood & 
O’Brien have transferred the New York account of 
the Bank of Nevada, is the oldest bank in New 
York, and, next to the Bank of North America in 
Philadelphia, the oldest bank in the country. It 
was started in 1781 by Robert Morris, and com- 
menced business under articles of association 
drawn up by Alexander Hamilton. New York in 
1781 contained only 40,000 inhabitants. It has 
never passed a dividend except in 1837, when the 
laws of the State of New York forbade payment of 
dividends. Since it became a National Bank in 
1865 it has paid 10 per cent per annum. Its pres- 
ent capital is three millions.
